We are 
sure that they do, In many instances, 
for frequently those who hcve been 
indulging in merriment have com- 
mitted suicide a few minutes there- 
after, leaving mensages. that their 
hearts had heen severely burilen« d, 
while outwardiy cheerful. 

We have much symathy with there 
sorrow-laden hearts. As a race we 
are walking through “the salley. of 
the shadow of death,” day: br day. 
On every hand we have remirders of 
this—erief, disappointment. lreadache. 
heartache, ete. If we are measurably 
free from pain ourselves, vet have 
sympathy, we are pained in the tnter- 
est of others. If none of our own 
dear ones hag recently dicd, the gr-ut 
enemy, death. “has laid hol upon the 
home of a neighbor, a brother, and he 
is hereaved and a reflex shadow falls 
upon our hearts: and further, the’

LOS ANGELES FELLOWSHIP. - 
FIRST OF ALI, WE ARE COMPELLED TO 
SELECT IN LIFE THE THINGS WHICH 
ARE BEST ADAPTED TO OUR NEEDS. 

On yesterday morning Rev! Dr. C. 
Cc. Pierce, D.D., preached at the Los 
Angeles Fellowship. on “The 
versal Programme of Life,”’ taking for 
his text, “Prove all things; hold fast 
thet which is good.” He said in part: 

“This word proof has two funda- 
mental meanings; first: to establish 
the truthfulness and. trustworthiness 
of thin and second to test it and 
know These words: of the great 
philosopher of the early church pre- 
sent to us the only sane, normal and 
wdrkable programme ‘of Wiman life, 
physically, mentally and spiritually. 

“There are two great processes of 
life going on all the time in the in- 
dividual and itn the raee and in every 
realm of activity, namely, the selec- 
tive and the assimilative. hid 

“First of all,.we are compelled to 
select in life the things which are be 
adapted to our needs. All knowldijce 
is practically a process of testifg &nd 
selecting. Knowledge comes «us 
from two main sources, fro testi- 
mony and-from experience, but no 
knowledge is real until it has been 
weighed in the balance of our own ex- 
perience.and proved to be genuine. 


ceeding value and precious charac- 
ter of that ‘vast realm of knowledee 
which comeés to us through the testi- 
mony and experience of others, we 
‘must remember that all of this is like 
so much raw’ materis! which we are 
to assimilate and work out into os 
real fabric of life through the loo 

of experience, 

“Testimony is valuable in that it 
serves humanity as a guide-post on 
life’s journey. Testimental knowledge 
must become experimental know- 
ledge. We may accept the testimony 
of the past kingly souls but we can- 
not be satisfied until we have experi- 
enced what they have experienced. 
Only as we prove the things of life 
do we become their actual possessors. 
It is the easiest thing on earth to re- 
peat the experiences of some one else 
and then ley claims to them as experi- 
ences of our own. 

“When we know and prove we are 
prepared to select and assimilate. All 
life, in fact, is a process of proving 
things and holding fast that which is 
good. Every process of modern life 
is very largely based upon man's 
ability to select that which he can 
‘tise. This is so tn business and in the 
social and political mechanism of the 
age. It is so in the religious life. 
There are some things which we have 
got to throw away: We must choose 
the things which assist us and let go 
‘the things which retard us. 

“Some things in theological belief. 
we have cast aside forever. So far as 
I am concerned, I have proved them 
and found them no good to me. I 
have left them behind. - There are 
éther things which I shall take with 
mre as long as I live. and that is for- 
ever. I need not tell vou what these 
things are, but very likely the things 
-which I need and shall take’with me 
are the things which yoe are prob- 
‘ably: going to take wih vou. For tn 
| the end, the fundamental needs of one 
human being and one human soul are 
eer nearivy those of another.”

Andrew Park, editor of the Califor- | 


nia Independent, found two issues of 
the day material for an address dec- 
livered yesterday afternoon, at the 


.| vesper service of the. Young Women’s 
Christian Association, which was held 


in Library Park and attended by a 
large crowd. His subject was, “Wom- 
en in Moral Reforms.” He took for 
his joint theme the subjects of tem- 
perance and women’s suffrage. One 
anti-suffragist in the audience at last 
could keep still no longer and after 
interrupting the speaker, to declare 
that he was entirely wrong in the 
statements, fled from the park. Park 
said in part: 

“Woman has ever been a factor in 
all moral reforms. She had an intui- 
tion which gave her absolute con- 
fidence in all the promises Christ 
gave the world. It was she who in 
her devotion bathed his feet tn her 
tears, and wiped them with her hair. 
It was she who annointed him for his 
burial, for she had confidence in his 
resurrection. Christ often rebuked 
the men, but never the women. 

“Woman has done the great burden 
of work for the church in all ages. 
She is intuitively right on all moral 
issues. She loves the home, and is 
ever ready to do all within her pow- 
6r for its purity. and pretection. I 
recall most vividly the prejudice pre- 
vailing in the South against the North 
following the Civil War. Wise states- 
men attempted legislation to counter- 


act. Yet but was aceomplished.
